The unsatisfactory decisions 
of the Judicial Cominissioner in the well-known Mehdona 
and Balrampur cases are good instances in point. Hence 
the Azdd is of opinion that the Judicial Commissioner’s Court 
should be raised to the position of a Chief Court by the 
appointment of two more Judges to it. The proposal may be 
considered to be inopportune at the present time of financial 
pressure, but it can be carried out without causing any 
additional expenditure. One of the Jadges in the Allahabad 
High Court, who does miscellaneous work, should be trans- 
ferred to Oudh. The Commissionership of Rae Bareli should 
be abolished, and the saving thus effected should be devoted 
to the appointment of another Judge to the Supreme Court 
in the province. The abolition of a Commissionership could 


_ be accomplished without any detriment to the efficiency 


of the public service.- At present there are four Com-

Of course, traders. and 
professional money-lenders aré opposed to the proposal ; but 
all other sensible persons, who sympathize with the poeste 
classes and are well acquainted with the wants of the. cou 
try, are strongly in its favour. Imprisonment for debt i is genes 
rally utilized by wicked creditors only as a means of annoy- 
ing debtots ; otherwise that power ig useless. If a person 
has not the means or the will to pay his debts, the ereditor 
cannot recover his money from him by sending | him. to 
jail. A lender should always satisfy himself before grant- 
ing an*advaiice that the borrower will repay the money. 
Some professional money-lenders foolishly advance money 
to people, whom they know to be extravagant, on the 
latter offering to pay high rates of interest. In such caces ~ 
itis well that they should suffer losses in order that they 
may be more careful in future. Sometimes well-to-do ‘per- 
sons warn the public by publishing notices in newspapers 
against advances being made to their sons and brothers who are 
extravagant ; but still money-lenders wickedly advance; ;money 
to the latter at high tates of interest and afterwards realize 
the money from the relatives by threatening | to send the debtors 
to jail.

Section 40 also causes: unneces- 
sary expenditure to the landlord. Ifa landlord oppresses a 
non-occupancy tenant, the latter can seek redress in Court. 
‘Such proceedings only take up much valuable time of officers 
and involve unnecessary expenditure to landlords. The stop- 
page of appeals will be injurious to both landowners and 
cultivators. If appeals be stopped, the Civil Courts should 
be thrown open. Applications for revision to Commissioners 
and the Board of Revenue are useless. . It is well known how 
work is done by them. . Express provision should be made 
in the law allowing an agent of a landlord to institute suits, 
file applications, or make a defence on behalf of his master. 
Suits under Act XII of 1881 and Act XIX of 1873 should be 
always heard and decided at the head-quarters of districts, 
inasmuch as suitors and witnesses are exposed to great in- 
convenience in following revenue officers in tour during the 
cold weather. In addition to their proper duties, patw&ris 
have been entrusted with powers which they are likely to 
abuse.
